| & LEARNED CONFIDENCE MAN WHO OPER- 
ATED EXTENSIVELY IN THE CITY 


Now Wanted by an Army of Victims in San 
Francisco, Cal.—A Dangerous Fraud from 
St. Louis Working On the Pacific Slope— 
His Career Here and His Latest Exploits 
There. 


„„er.“ Archibald Richard, à clerical fraud, 
who figured prominently in this city in the 
early part of 1885, is cutting his old capers in 
anew field. Just at present this erudite con- 
fidence man is badly wanted by several board- 
ing-house keepers, the manager of a marriage 
bureau and some shopkeepers in San Fran- 
Cisco, Cal. A wealthy young lady of San 
Francisco is also awaiting developments in 
this case, which should be promptly taken in 
hand by the police. The figure of ‘‘Dr.’’ 
Richard will be remembered by many St. 
Loulsans. It was a familiar one onthe streets 
for some months before the true character of 
the charlatan was revealed to the public. 

In the fall of 1884 an insignificant-looking 
little man came to this city and set about his 
work of deception with a plan that for many 
months was successful in its operations. He 


professed to be a graduate of the University 
of Oxford, England, and a clergyman of the 
Episcopal Ohurch, and solicited charity on 
the ground of iliness and destitution. His re- 
quests were made of some oa ene 
to whom he exhibited forged diplomas an 
fraudulently obtained letters of recommenda- 
tion and indorsement. His papers were ap- 

arentl enuine and his representations 

ruthful. le necessities were promptly re- 
lieved and soon lucrative employment was 
procured for him. But he 

QUICKLY FORFEITED THE CONFIDENCE 

of his patrons by his misconduct. In the role 
of a scholar minister and of the Gospel he espe- 
cially sought to play upon the sympathies of 
university and churchmen. Claiming to be a 
Christian, he violated every principle of com- 
mon integrity and his conduct was marked by 
gross ingratitude, falsehood and dishonesty. 
He defrauded landlords, housekeepers and 
merchants. By every dishonest artifice he 
strove to obtain money and evade the pay- 
ment of his debts and at last stealthily fled 
from this city and left parties who had greatly 
befriended him to bear the costs of a forfeited 
bond. 

On January 5, 1885, a man giving his name as 
Dr. Archibald Richard called at the Four 
Courts and requested the arrest of Miss Jessie 
Smith of No. 1413 Spruce street, onacharge of 
larceny. This was a bold step, but up to that 
date Richard’s true character was unknown. 
The complainant charged that Miss Smith had 
stolen from him the manuscript of a!“ Pasigios- 
sic Dictionary,’’ worth $100,000, which reduced 
all languages to common roots, and rifled his 
house at Mount Pieasant, near Carondelet. 

THE CASE WAS REPORTED 
to Chief of Police Harrigan, with numerous 
reservations on the part of the complainant, 
too numerous in fact to make the statement 
satisfactory. Unknown to Richards, an in- 
vestigation of his conduct was begun, and his 
untrustworthiness revealed. Richards had 
secured some pupils and organized a class in 
Greek. In the meantime he proposed mar- 
riage to Miss Smith, who left on the eve of the 
event after rejecting the offer. The doctor 
had roomed at Eighteenth and Olive streets, 
where his conduct wx highly reprehensible. 
His demonstrations towards the girl who 
cleaned his rooms were exceedingly offensive. 
Strange night dresses were found in the doc- 
tors bed, and other occupants of che house 
had seen 
MYSTERIOUS ENTRANCES 

and departures through the front windows at 
unreasonable hoursinthe night. Altogether 
he was an undesirable boarder, and a bad pay. 
Against this latter practice the landlady pro- 
tected herself by attaching the lodger's 
trunks and chests after the publication of his 
reiations with Miss Smith. Bond was fur- 
nished forthe doctor, who was charitably re- 
garded as the victim of a series of adverse cir- 
cumstances. Atihis point the doctor folded 
his tent and qui@ly stole away to the Pacific 
slope, where his operations are now attract- 
ing attention. He is representing himself to 
be wealthy, and is now under false pre- 
tences of character and riches trying to marry 
a wealthy lady of San Francisco. 

On his arrival in San Franciscoa few weeks 
ago, after spending some time in Southern 
California, he took up quarters in a handsome 
residence on Eddy street. He introduced 
himself to Bishop Kip, Rev. Dr. W. H. Beers 
and to members of the faculty of the State 
University. The object of his visit to these 
gentiemen was to obtain letters of introduc- 
tion. He left his rooms on Eddy street with- 
out settling bis account, and went to No. 636 
Post street. His oily manner excited some 
suspicion, and learning that he had been in 
this city, a letter of inquiry was written here. 
The reply exposed the fraud. Some 
of those who had befriended him 
here had written to Oxford and ascertained 
that there had never been such aman at Ox- 
ford. He was admitted to be a well-edu- 
cated man and an excellent teacher, but this 
completed the list of his good qualities. On 
learning that a letter had been written to St. 
Louis concerning bim 

THE ‘‘REV.’’ RICHARD ; 
left his quarters at No. 636 Post street, stating 
that he was going to Berkley. Here again he 
failed to pay his bill, and a general search 
of Berkley showed that he had not 
gone there. About this time he formed 
the acquaintance of Mrs. L. Thomas who 
manages a marriage bureau at No. 6074 Wash- 
ington street, San Fraacisco. He professed to 
be the head of a collegiate institution at San 
Diego. Mrs. Thomas’ influence was enlisted 
by the wily Doctor to bring about his mar- 
riage witha wealthy lady acquaintance. He 
claimed to be wealthy, and on learning that 
Mrs. Thomas had n daughter in delicate 3 
at an educational institution near 

roffered the assistance of 
riends. One of these, he said, 
would, on bis request, take the young lady 
from the institutien 60 his own residence, and 
after her convalesoemce would send her home 
to San Francisco. The advances might then 
be repaid at her pleasure. On this Mrs. 
Thomas wrote to the gentleman stating the 
offer made by the reverend gentleman who 
now went under the name of Bersoa. Rich- 
ards alias Berson evidently expected to con- 
summate his marriage in San Francisco before 
anyone could hear from St. This was 
a miscalculation as 
fully osted as to charlatan, 
whose latest game was thus checkmated. 
Richard alias Bersen is likely to commence 
overations in other cities. Heis bold and un- 
scrupulous and it is wise to warn people 
against him. His learning gives hima mo- 
nopoly in his field for hia confidence opera- 
tions, which are usually practiced on clergy- 
men, professors and literary men, though he 
is not averse to victimizing all classes brought 
in contact with him. 

HE CAN BE EASILY RECOGNIZED 

from the owed oy description and facts: He 
is believed to be 40 or 50 years old,and about 
five feet five inches high. His figure is siender 
and slightly bowed. The cast of his featyres 
is Hebraic and specially pronounced by a &.rge 
hooked nose. is hair, which is dark, curly 
and lightly touched with gray, is parted in the 
middle. He wears a mustache and chia whis- 
kers. His voice is feeble and his manner 
fawning. He uses his physical wegkness as a 
Pathetic and effective means of de- 
ceftion.

The Democratic organ at the State Capi 
tal is conducted by Senator COCKRELL’S 
brother-in-law, the Clerk of the State 
Supreme Court.

1876? The National Democratic Conven- 
tion at St. Louis in 1876 adopted this 
declaration: 
Reform is necessary in the Civil Service. 
Experience proves that efficient, economical 
conduct of the governmental business is not 
possible if its Civil Service be subject to change 
at every election, be a prize fought for at the 
ballot-box, be a brief reward of party 
zeal, instead of posts of honor assigned for 
proved competency and held for fidelity in the 
public employ; that the dispensing of patron- 
age should neither be a tax upon the time of 
all our public men nor the instrument of their 
ambition. 
This declaration has never yet been re- 
pudiated or revoked by a National Demo- 
cratic Convention, and has been indorsed 
repeatedly by the Democratic State Con- 
ventions of Missouri. The Democratic 
State Convention at Jefferson City in 
July, 1882, reiterated its demand for ‘‘re- 
form of the Civil Service and ade- 
quate national legislation to prohibit 
the assessment of persons holding office 
under the National Administration for 
political purposes.“ On down till a Dem- 
ocratic President was elected in 1884 on a 
platform and letter of acceptance dis- 
tinctly pledging him to Civil Service re- 
form, the organs of Missouri Democracy 
never ceased to shout for such reform and 
to sneer at the Republican ‘‘Flanagins’’ 
who opposed it.

But it was known that while 
a number of prominent politicians were be- 
coming very rich on the company’s stock 
the supply of Alaska pelts was far in excess 
of the number which the company could 
lawfully take or had paid for. No com- 
plaint about poachers was heard from 
that quarter. Buta new Administration, 
under the auspices of a party that had 
not been provided with stock, sends a 
cutter to the sealing grounds and finds 
them swarming with poachers. So much 
for protective monopoly.

IN playing the game of opportunities 
and advantages for Germany, BISMARCK 
is callous to every other consideration but 
German interest,and handles the clashing 
interests and opposing forces of European 
politics with about as much feeling as he 
has for the pieces on a chess board. He 
knows that the feeling of Germans both 
in Germany and Austria is firmly anti- 
Russian, if not as bitterly so as that of 
the Magyars. He knows the colossal 
momentum with which Russia pushes her 
Czars on towards Constantinople from 
generation to generation, and he knows 
that German sympathy and interest can- 
not be arrayed against Austria-Hungary 
in the struggle the latter must make 
against Russia’s acquisition of Constanti- 
nople, with all that such acquisition 
implies of control over the Black 
Sea and all the Slavs of Europe.

FOREIGN ECHOES. 


ENGLISH military authorities have just awak- 
ened to the painful fact that everything is not 
exactly as it ought to be in the British army. It 
is a pity they did notawaketo it before. At 
as critical a period as the history of the coun- 
try has ever known, after millions of money 
have been expended and an entire change 
made in the military system, on the very eve 
of a terrible struggle with certainly one and 
probably more of the first-class Powers, itisa 
little late to discover that the British army is 
not fit to go anywhere or do anything. By 
way of a remedy for this alarming state of 
things, or more perhaps to gild the ginger- 
bread and deceive the public, a flying column 
has been organized and aselected body of men 
of all arms set to undergo a test in heavy 
marching order by which the public will be 
asked to judge ofthe remainder. Everything is 
to be done as if the column were in an enemy’s 
country; but in order that the men may not be 
unduly fatigued, eight miles a day is the 
rate of speed they start at. It is 
satisfactory to learn that the men bore this 
fearful strain of endurance well, but to those 
who know what the German or Russian soldier 
is capable of in the way of marching or weight- 
carrying, the whole thing would be a farce if 
it were not so awfully serious, It is about 
time for England to divest herself of the idea 
that sbe has an army. She had once, but 
that time is past. 


THE Dutch are making anew experiment in 
prison discipline. Hitherto the solitary con- 
finement principle has not been extensively 
advocated in Holland. Two years of solitary 
confinement ws the outside allowance even 
for the most desperate cages. But Holland 
has now seen the error of her ways, and every 
prisoner sentenced to five years and over will 
now spend the tirst five years of his term in 
solitary confinement. In Holland even the 
chapels are constructed on the cellular prin- 
ciple, and the prisoners wear masks whenever 
they leave the narrow precincts of their cells, 
consequently they will probably find tive years 
a tolerably severe form of living burial. 


A Goon and great man has recently arrived 
at the common boundary line of our present 
existence and taken the irrevocable step for- 
ward into —— what?

Theobject is to enable cabmen, small 
tradesmen aad others in a similar position, 
often possesring only one horse, to give that 
over-taxed animal a few weeks of rest ata 
slack time of the year, or when failing sud- 
denly from overwork or other causes; sec- 
ondly, to lend animals to those men who are 
thus or otherwise temporarily deprived of 
their own horses.

THE FITZPORTEBS. 


A Divorce Feature to Add to a Doctor’s No- 
toriety—Keyhole Visions. 


The Fitzporter family are before the public 
again. This time John L. Fitzporter, the doc- 
tor, figures as the plaintiff, and his wife Julia, 
nee Julia Gheens, as the defendant ina pe- 
tition for divorce, filed late last evening 
in the Circuit Court.

Louisiana’s Vield this Year Regarded ais a 
Complete Failure. 


New Tonk, September 25.—A special to the 
Sun from New Orleans says: The Louisiana 
orange crop is usually marketed about this 
season. Reports from Calcasieu, St. Bernard, 
St. Mary, Cameron, Lafourche and other par- 
ishes in which the orange is principally grown 


say the crop is a complete failure this 
year. It usually averages from 30,000,- 
500 to 60,000,000 acres, but will not be 
1,000,000 this year in consequence of the 
severe freeze last winter. The news is uni- 
formly bad from every portion of the State 
that the freezing killed the limbs, a 
the cutting off of so much dead wood as 
almost destroy the trees, and it will take 
three years of propitious weather before the 
crop will be afullone again. A large propor- 
tion of the Louisiana crop was ship to 
Chicago, Cincinnati and otner Western cities, 
but there wili not be enough raised this season 
for home consumption, and New Orleans will 
be compelled to depend on California 
Florida.

ONE OF LISZT’S FLAMES. 


D’Agoult Recalled by His 


Death. 


The Countess 


From an Exchange. 

The death of Lisst has revived the memory 
of the Countess D’Agoult, concerning whom a 
former friend of hers has just written an arti- 
cle in the Dresden Tagblatt. She was the is- 
sue of a very romantic marriage, her mother 
having been in love with a penniless French 
count imprisoned at Frankfort, and when her 
wealthy parents would not hear of her love, 
she bribed the prison keeper to admit her to 
her lover, after which her ar- 
ents had to consent to her union. 
The young countess attracted the attention of 
Goethe and other famous men of the time by 
her intelligence, witand beauty. She finally 
married the Count D’Agoult, but leit him a 
few years laterand went with Liszt to Lake 
Como, where, under the pseudonym of Daniel 
Stern, she wrote ‘‘Letters d’un Voyageur’’ 
and other works. Of their children, one, Co- 
sima, was sent toa pensionin Berlin, kept by 
the mother of Von Bulow, who subsequently 
married her. The countess subsequently be- 
came famous through her romance, Nelida, 
which is supposed to contain her biography. 
She died in 1878, thirty-three years after her 
divorce from Liszt.

_ffhe Pilfering Methods of an Upright” 
Judge and Good Church Member.

His private estate was 
reckoned at about $75,000. Shortly after the 
death of this estimabie old lawyer, Wm. Mor- 
Tisey of Syracuse was appointed trustee of 
the Brinkerhoff estate in his stead, and he 
selected L. W. Myers, an expert accountant, 
to place the books in shape. To the amaze- 
ment of all concerned, it soon became known 
that the Judge’s accounts failed to balance by 
a large peo vay After a year of 
the most searching investigation, Mr. 

yers has submitted his report and 
he brings the late Judge a debtor to his trusts 
in the sum of $100,000. Quite a number of 
Valuable securities have disappeared alto- 
gether, leaving no trace behind. To add to 
the general chaos his own entire personal 
estate is gone, leaving the heirs without the 
faintest show of recovery. His own means,

LICANS OF CONNECTICUT. 


P. C. Lounsbury, the Republican Nominee 
for Governor, Allegedto Have Bought 
His Nominati Charges of Wholesale 
Bribery of Delegates—The Pamphlet 
Issued by Albert H. Walker, a Disaffected 
Republican, 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIspaTcH. 

HARTFORD, September 25.—Politicians in all 
sections of the Stateare awaiting with much 
interest the pamphlet of Albert H. Walker in 
which he promises to show that P. C. Louns- 
bury, the New York banker, now a candidate 
for Governor of Connecticut, purchased the 
votes ofthe delegates that nonfinated him. 
The pamphlet will soon be ready. The Post- 
DISPATCH correspondent has been permitted 
to look at the proof-sheets of the pamphlet. 
Mr. Walker announces on the title page that 
he prints it at his own expense for gratuitous 
distribution. The Democrats have no hand in 
the matter. Itisafamily fight on the other 
side which injures no one but themselves. 

I have seen and heard, says Mr. Walker 
in opening, ‘‘what convinces me that the 
nomination of P. C. Lounsbury for Governor 
of Connecticut was accomplished by payments 
and promises which were of the nature of 
bribery. „ It is now in the power of 
Connecticut Democrats to strikeablow for 
patriotism and honor, and to teach mankind 
that the Governorship of our State cannot be 
purchased with money. But if the Democratic 
party arise to the occasion, there will still be 
thousands of Republicans who cannot fall to 
the level of the Republican party nomina- 
tions. 

„It ig in the nature of bribery,’’ Mr. Walker 
goes onto say in presenting his statement 
of facts, ‘‘to be proved by circumstantial evi- 
dence with greater certainty than direct evi- 
dence can afford. Direct evidence of bribery 
must consist of the sworn testimony of an eye 
or an ear witness, or of the sworn testimony 
of one or both of the parties tothe crime, or 
of a letter or other writing signed by one or 
both of those parties, or one or more confes- 
sions made by one or both of those parties 
made to a third party. Direct evidence of the 
first kind can never exist where the criminals 
take care to be private when com- 
mitting their crime, and therefore 
such evidence is nearly always unattainable, 


no matter how notorious the fact of the 
bribery maybe. * * * I know Mr. Louns- 
bury personally, having seen him under cir- 
cumstances which 
DISCLOSED HIS CHARACTER 
more accurately and fully in an hour than 
years of ordinary acquaintance would disclose 
it. This was when he called at my office on 
Seytember 10, 1886, after he had read or heard 
read my foregoing address of that day, and 
endeavored to induce me to withdraw that 
address from publication. Mr. Lounsbury is 
A dapper little man, with a 
handsome face and dull brown hair and beard. 
But Mr. Lounsbury does not appear to be a 
man ofintellect. Intelligent he doubtless is, 
— so are thousands of other citizens of our 
tate. 

Mr. Walker says that Lounsbury has no busi- 
ness connection in Connecticut but money 
lending, owns very little property there, and 
except as a resident in the State for office is 
almost wholly unknown. 

Indeed, he adds, the popular opinion 
of the man and his obscurity is exemplified by 
the prevalent rumor that when he 
came to Hartford the evening after his 
nomination, the committee of gentlemen who 
met him atthe station were obliged to take 
with them an outsider to help them to identify 
him in the crowd — 123 from the train. 

Turning aside from the Republican party for 
atime, Mr. Walker dissects the political rec- 
ords of the men who did his dirty work. He 
mentions among others by name, ‘‘Sam’’ Fes- 
senden of Stamford, the noisy stump speaker 
who promised Connecticut sure for Blaine; 
Lynde Harrison, an attorney notorious for his 
manipulation of State legislatures in 
the interests of railroads and 
other rich corporations, and N. 


D. Sperry of New Haven. Speaking of Fes- 
senden, Walker specifies a conversation that 
took place in 1884 between Fessenden and a 
Mr. A. of Hartford, in which Fessenden 
offered to get the Governorship nomination 
for W. H. Bulkley (ex-Lieutenant Governor) if 
Bulkley would pay $5,000 for it, to be used in 
that campaign. Everybody here who takes 
any interest in politics remembers how dili- 
gently Fessenden scoured the state for friends 
to try to help his friend Blaine. It seems, from 
Walker’s story, that he 
STRUCK BULKLEY PRETTY HEAVILY. 

However, his offer was refused and the nom- 
ination went to H. B. Harrison. Fessenden 
tried to get Lounsbury nominated then, but 
tailed. till, it was necessary to have money 
for Blaine. Lounsbury gave it liberally, and 
it was largely as a reward for that that this 
nomination was secured for him this year. 

Mr. Walker accuses Allan W. Paige, a young 
man with a law office and living apartments in 
New York, but a parental homestead in Dan- 
bury, with doing Lounsbury’s dirty work for 
him in this campaign. In the pamphlet he 
says: ‘‘Late in the evening of Septem- 


ber 8, 1886, the evenin before 
the nomination oc... . ounsbury, 
I was standing in the main 


public room of the Allyn House in Hartford in 
conversation with S. A. Hubbard, the manag- 
ing editor of the Courant; Mr. Charles 
Mitchell of New Britain, and a gentleman who 
was introduced to me by Mr. Hubbard as Mr. 
Chamberlin of Meriden. Nothing had been 
said about politics when A. W. Paige joined 
us. I knew Paige personally, and all the 
others appeared to know him. Salutations 
had hardly been exchanged when Hubbard 
said; ‘Mr. Walker, you bave been around a 
good deal this evening; what do you think the 
prospects are for the nomination? I replied, 
pointing my finger toward Paige: ‘I think 
this man has got in his work and that 
Lounsbury will be nominated on the first bal- 
lot.’ Instantly I observed Paige’s face grow 
— as he answered hesitatingly, I don't 
now about my work, but 1 think Lounsbury 
has a great many friends in the convention. 

The same afternoon Mr. Walker says he 
asked Mr. W. H. Goodrich, one of the proprie- 
tors associated with Senator Hawley on the 
Hartford Courant: ‘‘What is it that makes 
r rominent candidate for Gov- 
ernor?’’ r. Goodrich replied, ‘‘Nothing but 
his pocket- book. 

ANOTHER INTERESTING SCENE. 

Here is another scene described by Walker: 
„At one time during the evening before 
Lounsbury’s nomination was accomplisbed, I 
was standing in the large public room of the 
Allyn House in Hartford, engaged in conver- 
sation with two * One ot them was 
John R. Buck, the present Republican mem- 
ber ot Congress; the other was Arthur F.

FACTS ABOUT THE BRIBERY. 

Referring to facts which point to specific 
cases of payments in the nature of bribery 
Walker says: Soon after the nominatiog of 
Lounsbury I met in business a well-known 
Hartford man whose word is entirely reliable. 
I will designate him as Mr. D. This gentle- 
man told me that he had heard a conversation 
between a certain citizen of Hartford and a 
certain citizen of Glastonbury. Mr. D. pro- 
ceeded, therefore, to tell me that this Hart- 
ford citizen said, in this conversation, that he 
did not believe any delegate was bribed 
to vote for Lounsbury, and that this Glaston- 
bury citizen replied that he himself knew of 
two delegates who received $50 each so to 
vote. This incident will not, at present, be 
laid any further open by me, but Jam ready 
at any time to confide the name of the Glad- 
stonbury man to the State’s Attorney in order 
that he may make such inquiries rel- 
evant to the alleged crime as to him

WON HER CASE, 


Mrs. Wilson, Jr., Recovers Judgment 
Against Her Father-in-Law’s Estate.

NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., September 25.—The 
jury in the case of Wilson against Wilson in 
the Middlesex courts, after listening to the 
evidence forfour days, agreed upon a ver- 
dict to-day. They were out five minutes and 
awarded damages to Mrs. Mary Kane Wilson, 
the plaintiff, for the full amount claimed, the 
Court to assess the damage.

u month. She finaily agreed, and said in court 
that the deeds were given her by Wilson, Sr., 
and that they were placed with other 
papers in the safe. Before the 
property was transferred to her the 
elder Wilson died, anc she alleged that Jo 
seph, his weathy brother, who lives in New 
York, broke open the dead man's safe ana ab- 
stracted the deeds. Other testimony was to 
the effect that old Jacob Wilson had secretly 
married bis housekeeper, after having several 
children by her, and this formed a new ele- 
mentin thecase. This woman was accused 
of aiding Joseph in obtaining and destroying 
the papers anddeeds.

QUARTERS AT THE ARMORY.

The Busch Zouaves Have an Expensive Car- 
pet Spoiled—The Rainwater Rifles Also 
Suffer—-The Extent of the Damage—The 
Champagne Steal—The Offenders to Be 
Dismissed— Last Night’s Reception 
Gossip.

„Luke Gardiner’s Love“ is the lightest of all 
possible sketches, but the colors are laid on 
with so delicate a hand that the story has a 
peculiar fascination evolving from its very 
nothingness. It is the tale of a wild, way- 
ward, yet not bad girl of 16, who had an un- 
happy home, and rebelled against her lot. 
There is also an imbecile child called Flit, the 
pathos of whose life and death is very touch- 
ing. There is really no plot in the story. 
Eden, the heroine, gets mixed up with a lot of 
girls of great good nature, but doubtful 


character. One of them is lame, and she, too, 
is a touching figure. Luke Gardiner 
tries to save his little love from 


the associations into which she has fallen, or 
been driven; and succeeds, in so far that it 
ends in his marrying her. The story of Flit’s 
death will bear reproduction. The family were 
Catholics, and little Flit was enthusiastic in 
her religion. She and Eden had run from home 
on account of a trouble about some money 
that Flit was supposed to have stolen and 
lived in the great lodging- house, with the wild 
girls before described. The latter had forced 
Eden to drink the night before, andin the 
morning she lay asleep while the others went 
to work. The lame girl, Lucy, went on an er- 
rand and locked Flit into the kitchen for safe- 
ty. 1 

The child not liking to be imprisoned 
dropped through the window on to the stair- 
case and walked off with head erect. Her 
mother saw her pass the stone house and 
leaned out of the casement to call: 

‘‘Flit, Flit, come home! We've found the 
money and yer father won't beat you.’’ 

Flit raised her long eyelashes, ‘‘I’ll come 
by-and- by. I’m going to church now. and 
without delay she sped across the 
bridge. The mother would fain have followed 
but her husband called her and kept her 
waiting on him. 

Later on Eden awoke and rose ill and 
wretched from the effects of her dissipation. 
She was not a bad girl, but was easily. led into 
sin by others. As ‘she entered the kitchen 
Lucy looked up from the stove to say: ‘‘Flit’s 
got away again. 

Eden went offin seareh of the child, meet- 
ing her lover, Luke Gardiner onthe way. To- 
gether they searched the village until they 
reached the bridge over the mill dam. The 
stream was walled in on both sides, the wall 
extending from the bridge tothe dam. On the 
pile of stonework which Luke and Eden were 
facing stood a child’s figure. 1

As she spoke the child knelt, and they plain- 
ly saw her raise her hands, as if praying. They 
ran forward, urged by a teeling of sudden 
terror, and as they ran Eden screamed, for 
after kneeling a moment, Flit fell forward 
into the water. 


Luke fiung off his coat and made a rush for- 
ward, but immediate access to the spot was 
cut off by the wall, and it was necessary for 
Luke and Eden to make a short detour through 
the factory yard. Luke plunged in, but re- 
turned with empty hands. He plunged again 
and ‘‘when he next appeared above the slow, 
slippery current, he brought the dead child 
with him.’’ 


Rough men took it from him and laid it on 
the ground. Eden crouched sobbing beside 


it. 

Oh, how pretty she is!’’ moaned she. 

Flit did indeed look very beautiful and abso- 
lutely serene in her pallid stiliness.

It's the mother, as has been looking for 
Flit,’’ said lame Lucy, who had been drawn to 
the factory yard by the news of the accident. 
She ran forward and caught Mrs. Roman’s 
hands. Oh, oh, she cried, be still, be 
still! Oh, do not take on! but Flit is dead 
and gone. Indeed she’s safe, the poor 
child!’’ 

What do you mean?’’ shrieked the woman. 
She wrenched herself from the girl’s grasp, 
threw up her arms, and would have fallen 
had not Luke caught her, and from him Eden 
received her mother’s head upon her knees. 


After this Eden went home, her wildness and 
impatience all subdued. After a while she 
was married to her lover, Luke Gardiner; the 
storm clouds cleared away and the evening 
sun lit up the scene with rays of purest gold. 
The Child of the State“ is a very painful 
story. Itis the tale of one of those unhappy 
girls who are handicapped from their birth. 
Early deprived of a girl’s birthright in the 
shape of a mother’s love and care, she is 
reared by an unfeeling, cruel aunt, goes 
from bad to worse, runs away and finally 
gets landed in arefomartory. The picture of 
the neglected, God-forgaken, hopeless, help- 
less girl’s life is admifably drawn and one 
feels tempted to ask the question—What is 
fate or Providence going to give as compensa- 
tion to these unhappy victims of a too refined 
civilization? She drifts from bad to worse and 
ends as might be expected in the House of 
Correction with her fatherless children. The 
tale cannot be described; it must be read in 
order to be either appreciated or understood. 
The same may de said ofall these tales. A 
sketch of the plotisall that can be given in 
this brief notice; and the plot is the least of 
their attractions. The beautiful language, the 
intense, though perfectly untrained and 
natural pathos; the delicate coloring shown in 
the sketches of character, and the remarkable 
originality of the entire work, entitle it toa 
high place among the season’s novels. We 
predict for Miss Wyman a tuture in lit- 
erature.
